A JURY OF TWEKTV THOUSAND. 


JoluC.WMdiffe, editor of tie New Or- 


leans Delia, writes Ihe story of lhe recsnt 
outbreak In lhat clly to Frank Leslie's Illus- 
Iralod Newipaycr. It covers >iuch ground 
that has been covered before, butthea'tory U 
so well lold and the affairs have attracted BO 
widespread attention, lhat the article Is here 
printed euliw:— 


The lynching of the eleven men by Ihe peo- 
leof New Orleans on Saturday, Marca 14. 
S91, should t» IhorougUr noderslood by tho 
people of the country t«fore they pass Judg- 
ment npon It. 


In the first place, lhe aflalr In New Orleans 


was aa riot. Il was a peaceful, orderly as- 
wmbligvunuo people, galhered to rlshl a 
tearful wrong. It was'composed of repula- 
bta, respectable people, and was led by busi- 
ness men, merchants, lawyers,, doclors, and 
lhe leaders In business circles. It was not 
compossdof young, hot-headed and eicita- 
ble men. 
There were gray beads 
and 


gray 
beards 
In the comuilllce, which 


marched In lhe lead and did the work. 
The vast assemblage of twenty thousand 
passed, both in goljglo and returning from 
ihe prison, dozeni'of Italian thops, and many 
Italian people; no injury was done to any 
ItalUn property, nol an Insult was offered lo 
an Italian person. The people marched out 
:o the prison, executed Ihe prisoners wboni 
the evidence In tie case had shown lo bo 
go Illy, relumed lo He point of assemblage, 
and dispersed. -This was not the action of a 
mob. 


That the situation may be understood a 


brief recital of lhe facls Is necessary:—There 
has long cilsted In that clly a secret criminal 
society of Italians, or rather Sicilians, locally 
known as "tho Mafia" to outsiders,but whose 
name among the members Is "the Stoppag- 
Herra," or "lhe Sluplgarl" (lhe orthography 
Is uncertain), which was organized wllh crime 
as Ils only object and purpose. 


Should au Individual bocotr.6 obnoxious lo 


any member of Ihls toddy a del all was made 
fronrarnocg ils members and lhal Individual 
was assassinated. Sometimes Ihbknifo was 
used, but moro generally tho weapon was 
what Is called In New Orleans "tho MaQa 
gun." This weapon Is made by taking au or- 
dinary shot-gun and sawing off the barrels 
until they are only abont eighteenlnches long. 
The stock Is ihen sawed In two just bemnd 
tbo trigger-guard, and a bingo Hied In ihe 
cot with a calch so the guu can bo doubled 
ip, making It only aboul twenty-two inches 
long over all.Thls weapon Is hu ng Inside of I he 
coat by a hook (which calches In the Inside of 
tho coat pockel), which Is fastened to the side 
of tbo barrel for the purpose.

with this weapon loaded almost to lhe muiile 
with slugs or buckshot, walla a convenient 
opportunity, often dogging his victim for 
weeks, draws his gun, snaps Hie stock open, 
shoots down his victim, doubles up tho gnn 
conceals il again.and disappears.
